'— The same ratio prevails, regardless of the 
cost of living, though you may not own a dollar's 
worth of taxable property. 


When it comes to dealing with the question 


of taxes, we need to be more honest with our- 
selves. 


We need to understand that we can not con- 


tinue to load on overhead and not have our 
pocketbooks feel it. 


Governments are like individuals. The only 


way they can economize is to spend less money. 
As long as people clamor for legislation to cure 
this or that fancied evil, just so long will taxes 
continue to be higher and in some cases op- 
pressive. 


VAST WASTE IN EDUCATION 


Short-school terms and poor attendance in 


the rural schools represent an appalling waste.' 
Statistics compiled by the federal bureau of ed- 
ucation show that the average rural school term 
is approximately seven months and that the 
average daily attendance is but 72.2 percent of 
.the enrollment. 


Even this poor showing is bolstered up by in- 


." eluding as rural all places of less than 2,500 pop*- 
•ulation, according to the census classification. 
-If we count as rural only the population of the 
Open country and the smaller villages, the situa- 
tion appears much worse. 
;. 
Because of the 
poor enforcement of the 


school laws in the open country many children 


.' of school age are not enrolled in the schools and 


because of unfavorable rural conditions attend- 
ance is reduced. In these regions, the average 
school term is about six months and the average 
daily attendance is-hardly 67 percent. 


Short-school terms and poor 
attendance 


waste the farmers' money, reduce the future 
earning capacity of children and permit coming 
citizens to be handicapped by illiteracy.
